Recently this column, together with m any others in 
the United States, has found occasion to challenge some 
of the basic figures with which the W h ite I louse has 
argued for the extension of price and other w ar controls. 
O ne such figure was that submitted by John W . 
Snyder, Director of Reconversion, nnd publicized by Presi­ 
dent Trum an, stating that "production" in the United 
States had reached the level of $ I SO,000,000,OOO a year, 
highest in history. Such an estimate is incompatible with 
numerous facts known to all Am ericans. 
Another figure is that of the six stabilization chiefs of 
I the Governm ent asserting that the cost of living has risen 
only 3.4 per cent in the last three years. 
A s the Associated Dress said in a recent news story, 
these figures "brought a backwash of skeptical criticism.** 
Goaded by public disbelief, Reconversioner Snyder has! 
produced the statistics upon which his production figures 
were based. 
H is new report, published A p ril 14, far from backing 
up the earlier one of A p ril 3, exposes all the fallacies in it 
which the critics had conjectured. 
In the new statement, M r. Snyder says that the actual ; 
level of production is $1 34,OOO,000,000. I hen he lists the j 
breakdown upon which this is based. 
Instead of true figures on production, what he lists is 
large "cats and dogs" of guesses, speculations, crystal- 
ball predictions and amateur mind-reading. 
Dor example, lie lists agricultural production as I 3 to 
I 3 per cent above 1941. This is preposterous. I Ie himself 
admits that the "w eath er" m ay change the estimate. But 
the fact is that, aside from some winter and spring grains, 
very little of this season’s crop has been planted. Corn, kilted in actum 
for example, one of the key items, is not in the ground; cembep* ,<H4 
little plowing for corn has yet been started.
